Cannot Kill Star Fish 


In Time Each Separated Part Forms 
Again. 

One of the commoner sights on the 
seashore is the “starfish. This is 
often seen lying on the nds and is 
source of interest to the 
children, This fish has, however, a 
vemarkable power; its chief limb for 
feeding being its legs, says Answers. 

The dish that starfish prefers to 
any other is oysters, and it always 
preys on the oyster beds, Having 
chosen the particular oyster it de- 

s, it proceeds to encircle it with 
its feet; these feet are tube-like and 
serve the purpose of lungs as well. 
It then exerts with these tube-feet a 
power so strong and steady on the 
valves of the shell that at last the 
top is torn off, and the oyster ex- 
posed, 

Then by some unknown means the 
starfish forces its own stomach out 
until the oyster is reached, and the 
only thing now left to be done is to 
eat and digest its victim. Both 
these operations are done with its 
stomach, and the digestion takes 
place very slowly. 

A band of starfish can easily de- 
molish a bed of oysters in a night. 
There does not seem to be any way 
which to prevent their intrusion, 
as it is useless to kill them and pull 
them to pieces. For if a starfish is 
torn to pieces and the parts scatter- 
ed about, each part will in time form 
a fresh fish,

Tomato Catsup. 

Twelve ripe tomatoes, 8 medium 
to small onions, bit of garlie the size 
of a pea, 4 greeh peppers, 2 table- 
spoons of brown sugar, 2 tablespoons 
ginger, 1 tablespoon cinnamon, 1 table- 
spoon mustard, 1 nutmeg grated, 
cups vinegar. 

All measuremenis should be 
level. A standard half-pint 
ing cup is used, 

To make the catsup, 
muatoes and onions, Chop 
onion and peppers fine. Cook all the 
ingredients together slowly for three 
hours, or until soft and broken. Stir 
frequently. If desired the 
may be strained before bottling, Cork 
while hot. Dip the corked end of the 
bottle into melted paraffin or’shoemak- 
er's, wax. The bottles should, of 
course, be sterilized by boiling twenty 
minutes before being filled.

From the twenty seven aeres of sun- 
flowers seeded during the last part of 
April and the first week in May, a 
yield of twenty tons per acre was har- 
vested. This yield is not as high as 
was obtained in some other parts of 
the Province, but this season this year 
was very unfavorable and under ordin- 
‘ary conditions the crop would have 
yielded from twenty-five to thirty tons 
per acre. The nflower crop to do 
well requires moisture and lots of it, 
and this year during the month of 
June with practicallly no rain made 
very little growth, Some of the 
stalks even wilted, however, with sut- 
ficient rain the half of the growing 
season the crop recovered rapidly and 
“ave satisfactory yields. 

Vrom his experience wiih the crop, 
Mr. Muff has found that under con- 
ditions existing in this part of the 
| Province, the crop should be seeded 
as early in the spring as possible. 
This year Mr. Huff seeded twenty- 
{Seven acres early and also seeded 
} eight acres June Ist. The crop that 
was seeded June Ist, was badly froz- 
en and was a total loss, When the
